One example being the “Little Review’’. ‘‘Shanendoah”’ 
is a sad case of a student publication which has been unadle to 
act consecutively. The principle of giving a little of everything, 
gets nowhere, and merely wastes a piece of writing that might 
mect a larger and better audience. The open forum ideal, func- 
tions only when there is time for serious answer or contradiction, 
or insistance on greater precision of terms.

The official literature not marked official, but managing to get 
itself published. 

There are six basic psychologies or types of mind. 1. Hunters 
2. Agriculture 8. Butchers of lesser cattle 4. Magicians 5. Ex- 
ploiters 6. Creators. Hunter: priest who takes it on himself to 
fight bulls, requiring courage and skill. Butcher: Shepherd who 
fattens for kill, or to fleece. Ethics are from agriculture, religion 
is in hunters. Magicians or shamen have a code, not ethics, for 
the purpose of exploitation. 

Pretending to attack capital, loan capital in particular the 
revolution in Russia merely attacked landed property, not only 
large estates but peasant holdings. Beria neatly linked this 
infamy with psychiatry, psychopolitics, the drug racket. 
Centuries of corruption ended in the Christianities of the 19th 
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and 20th centuries. Degradation is clearly visible in the concep- 
tion of divinity, measurable by the gap from Dante’s view of 
God to that of Milton. The decline from Chaucer’s time to 
Cromwell and after, ought to be clear to anyone who can rcad. 
Aesthetes and theologians do not seem to have noticed it. 

From at least the time of Persian ‘State Capitalism’ five 
or six hundred years B.C., we have clear examples of the kahal 
system in operation, whereby, with a few likely men to the fore, 
a small irresponsible oligarchy keeps a large number of people 
on the brink of poverty, or in some way dependant, so that they 
will exude gratitiude for the least favour shown, such as the 
right to buy T.V. on hire-purchase etc.

EDUCATION 


The educational system in England is not, perhaps, in such an 
advanced stage of decay as that described by Philip Marson in 
his recent book: ‘‘American Tragedy, Our Schools’’ (Berkshire 
Publishing Company, Cambridge 88, Mass.) but his work should 
not pass unnoticed in this country, especially in view of the recent 
attempts to make Latin no longer compulsory for entrance to 
Oxford and Cambridge. 

In the Spring of 1958, on the Amcrican, T.V., Mr Marson 
stated magnificently how in the U.S.A. men get into college 
incapable of writing a clear paragraph in plain American, or even 
a coherent sentence. That the elective system is a pest and a 
marasmus; that the vital facts are not told to anyone, let alone 
high school students; that the American republic is probably the 
only place in the world where University examination questions 
must be answered in one word—usually ‘‘yes’’ or ‘‘no’’. 

One student tried an experiment, he set down correctly the 
one word answers and attached a few concrete facts which his 
educator found unwelcome and accordingly failed him. 

However Mr Marson is not specific enough: one of the worst 
techniques used is to start a disease and then put forth a pretended 
remedy, so that two diseases instead of one will plague the world : 
Mr Marson does speak of the misapplication of Dewey and Freud. 
Against this we may set Mencius who observed that all we have 
to go on is phenomena. The Mediaeval Schoolmen at least directed 
the attention of the pupil to something other than his own part- 
icular headache. Agassiz directed him to the specific and the 
concrete. The Humanists looked at the world of nature. 

Whether Mr Marson would care to correlate his demands with 
those of a few less popular men who are giving solid examples 
of action which certainly comply with, and perhaps emphasise 
them, is at present unknown. 

A Bill towards remedying the American situation was sketch- 
ed about a year ago and reads as follows : 
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A BILL 
towards remedying some of the defects in high school 
and college education. 
WE RECOMMEND that the college entrance examinations 
for Service Colleges and State Grant Institutions should require : 
1. Two languages, one of them inflected. 
2. Enough mathematics to cnable the freshman to start on 
Analytic Geometry. 
8. That the entrant be able to write a coherent paragraph in 
plain English. 
4. That his history preparation include 200 pages of John 
Adams, Van Buren’s Autobiography, Benton’s ‘Thirty 
Years View’’, three works by Alexander Del Mar, Brooks 
Adams’ ‘“‘Law of Civilisation and Decay” or that such 
history be in required courses for the first and second 
college years.
